The  preparation  and  publication  of  this  report  has  been 
delayed  because  of  pressure  of  v;ork  in  the  Department. 

ITliilst  in  general  terms  the  year  has  been  one  of 
good  progress,  it  is  disappointing  to  record  that  there  has 
been  no  advancement  towards  the  declaration  of  further 
Improvement  Areas  vdiich  are  so  essential  in  Burnliain  if 
demolition  of  sub  standard  houses  is  to  be  avoided  in  the 
future.  The  main  reason  for  the  delay  has  been  the  Water 
Standstill  Order  and  vdiilst  this  remains  in  force  there  is 
little  likelihood  of  any  progress  being  made. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chaiman 
and  i/Iembers  of  the  Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the 
v/ork  of  the  Department,  to  the  Officers  of  the  Couxicil  for 
their  co-operation  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support 
and  willing  help.

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The  Council  have  resolved  to  treat  private  dx/ellings  free  of  charge 
but  the  xvhole  of  the  cost  of  treating  business  premises  is  recovered  from 
oxmers  at  the  rate  of  10 /-  per  hour, 

Maldon  Rural  District  Council  continue  operating  a contractural 
rodent  control  service  to  some  faros  in  this  district. 

DRillNAGE 


The  two  year  contract  for  the  Sev;erage  ViTorks  and  sewering  of  the 
Northern  area  of  the  district  xvas  due  for  completion  on  the  31st  December 
1967.  Work  was  slightly  behind  schedule  and  the  Works  commenced  operation 
on  12th  February  I968.  The  Standstill  Order  under  the  Toxvn  and  Country 
Planning  Act  was  lifted  as  from  31st  December  196?.  It  is  anticipated 
that  some  147  properties,  out  of  the  present  180  xvith  cesspool  or  other 
unsatisfactory  method  of  drainage,  will  connect  to  the  new  sewer  xvithin  12 
months  of  the  completion  of  the  Works. 

287  cesspools  xvere  emptied  by  a private  firm  of  contractors  on 
behalf  of  the  Council.  The  Council  resolved  to  cease  operation  of  the  free 
emptying  service  for  those  properties  able  to  connect  to  the  nex7  sex7er  from 
1st  September  I968. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  published 
the  Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse  Collection.  The  Skep  system,  v/hich 
has  been  used  in  Burnham  for  many  years,  is  heavily  criticised  and  the  follow- 
ing comments  are  made:— 

”The  skep  system  is  potentially  the  messiest  one  we  Imov/.  In 
spite  of  care,  there  xvill  alxvays  be  dust  - very  often  just  outside 
the  kitchen  x7indow  - and  some  refuse  is  almost  inevitably  spilt  in 
the  transfer  from  the  bin.  High  winds  may  whip  more  refuse  from 
the  skep  on  the  way  to  the  vehicle.  The  collectors  get  very  dirty." 

Ill  spite  of  care  taken  by  the  collectors  refuse  collection  in  Burnham 
is  unhygienic  and  from  a Public  Health  viexTpoint  unsatisfactory.  In  viex7  of 
the  V/orking  Party's  Report,  the  recommendations  of  X7hich  are  endorsed  by  the 
Minister,  it  is  recommended  that  further  consideration  be  given  to  providing 
a more  hygienic  method  of  refuse  collection. 

HOUSIIIG 

General 


During  I967  progress  X7as  maintained  tox7ards  the  in^jrovenent  gmd 
repair  of  many  sub  standard  houses.  The  Council  continued  the  delegation 
of  their  pox7ers  under  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  to  the  Housing  and  Planning 
Committee  and  several  meetings,  including  one  Special  Meeting,  were  held  during 
the  year  to  discuss  X7ith  all  interested  persons  the  Council's  proposals  for 
compulsory  improrveoent  of  tenanted  dx7ellings. 


Inprovenent  of  Houses  xvithin  the  Inprovenent  Area  Ho,  1 


The  work  to  the  Inprovenent  Area  is  now  alnost  conplete  and  the  long 
av/aited  ne\f  sinplified  legislation  has  not  yet  naterialised.  I give  below  a 
sunnary  in  respect  of  the  Inprovenent  Area  up  to  the  31st  Decenber  196?. 


To  recapitulate  the  Inprovenent  Area  was  declared  by  the  Covincil  on 
24th  Novenber  1964.  The  area  covers  approxinately  20  acres  and  at  the  tine 
of  the  Declaration  it  consisted  of  a total  of  233  dwellings  of  which  155  were 
owner  occupied  and  78  were  tenanted.  Of  these  figures  53  of  the  o^vner 
occupied  and  7 of  the  tenanted  dwellings  conplied  with  the  full  standard.

Improvement  of  Houses  Cutside  the  Improvement  Axeci 

The  number  of  representations  received  from  tenants  outside  the 
Improvement  Area  is  small  and  disappointing.  In  only  6 cases  dird  tenants 
submit  written  representations  requesting  the  Coxincil  to  exercise  their 
powers  and  compel  the  landlords  to  improve  dwellings.  These  representations 
were  accepted  and  Preliminary  Notices  served  in  respect  of  5 properties.  One 
ov/ner  gave  a v/ritten  Undertaking  to  carry  out  the  necessary  works.  Immediate 
Improvement  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  2 properties.  THvo  ovmers  gave 
written  Undertalcings  after  service  of  the  Preliminary  Notices  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  v/orl:s  and  one  house  became  ov/ner  occuTjied. 


Discretionary  Improvement  Grants 

One  application  was  received  for  a Discretionary  Grant  in  respect 
of  an  ov/ner/occupied  house;  this  was  approved.

Act,  1955,  24  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  creaia  and  5 for  the 
purpose  of  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale.

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FOOD  COI.IPLAINTS 


Three  coaplaints  v/ere  received  during  the  year.  These  v/ere:- 

(a)  A beetle  in  a sausage  manufactured  by  a local  butcher. 

The  beetle  was  identified  as  a spider  beetle  (Ptinus  Tectus) 
which  is  a cereal  pest. 

The  complainant  was  not  prepared  to  give  evidence  in  Court  and 
no  formal  action  was  taken. 

(b)  A complaint  v/as  received  regarding  a tin  of  Corned  Beef  which 

had  a damaged  seam. 

The  tin  originated  in  S.1V.  /Lfrica  and  the  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  Importers.  No  formal  action  v/as  taken. 

(c)  A complaint  was  received  about  a neat  pasty  which  was  mouldy  when 

sold  from  a delivery  van. 

Investigations  revealed  a complete  breakdoim  in  the  hygienic 
practices  at  the  shop.  The  vendor  was  prosecuted  tinder  Section  2 
of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act  1955  and  fined  £15. 

SMTLTIJG 


14  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  12  being  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  I 
and  2 in  Provisional  Grade  II. 

3 samples  of  oysters  ivere  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

FOOD  IIYGIH'JS 


The  standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  toxm  has  continued  to  rise  but 
not  as  fast  as  one  would  have  hoped  and  it  is  regrettable  that  pressure  of 
work  has  not  allowed  time  for  the  very  necessary  follow  up  visits  to  food 
premises.  A breakdown  of  food  hygiene  standards  can  have  very  serious  results 
as  w'^as  shovm  by  the  sale  of  a mouldy  meat  pasty. 

Stock  rotation  is  of  prime  importance  and  it  recently  cane  to  light 
that  a shop  had  sold  an  article  of  food  which  v;as  3 years  old.  It  is  very 
necessary  for  a retailer  to  know  how  long  he  has  had  products  in  his  store. 
Although  many  ’'.manufacturers  code  their  foods  to  indicate  the  date  of  production, 
the  interpretation  is  not  usually  knovm  to  the  retailers.  It  is  suggested  that 
they  should  adopt  their  own  coding  system  to  ensure  proper  stock  rotation.  This 
mark  should  be  made  not  only  on  individual  v/rappers  and  packets  but  also  on  bulk 
containers  in  which  the  goods  are  delivered.  The  retailer  should  use  so'me  form 
of  mark  on  the  wrapper  or  packet  v/hich  is  easily  recognisable  by  him.  The 
retailers  coding  system  must  be  as  simple  as  possible  and  merely  requires  the 
day  of  delivery  and  the  v;eek  of  the  year.  If  possible  the  identification  of 
the  day  of  delivery  should  be  kept  un!aio%vn  to  customers  by  the  use  of  a code. 

The  colour  of  the  marker  should  be  changed  weekly. 


FOOD  IIYGIENB  (Contd.  )

The  suggestion  is  often  aade  that  all  perishable  neat  products  should 
be  stanped  with  a date,  showing  the  latest  day  on  which  they  would  nomally  be 
fit  to  eat,  as  a means  of  ensuring  that  nothing  is  sold  vdiich  is  out  of 
condition.  Some  products  such  a vacuuu-packed  bacon  and  cooked  neats  are 
dated.  Others,  such  as  sausages  and  pies  are  not. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  are  often  asked  why  there  is  a distinction 
betv/een  the  tv/o  tyjpes  of  products,  and  why  the  manufacturers,  who  nay  suffer 
harm  by  a sub-standard  product  being  sold  in  the  shop,  do  not  date  stn:::p 
everything. 

The  shelf  life  of  vacuu:i-packed  bacon  and  vacuum-packed  cooked  meats 
varies  with  the  manufacturer  and  type  of  product  but  usually  is  in  the  range  of 
ten  to  twelve  days;  a date  stamp  on  then  is  an  adequate  safeguard  for  the 
shopper.  The  products  keep  for  this  length  of  time  because  air  has  been 
excluded  from  the  package  and  the  meat  inside  has,  in  any  case,  been  cured, 
smoked  and,  in  some  instances,  cooked.  The  date  is  selected  with  an  adequate 
margin  to  cover  the  varying  temperatures  in  different  display  conditions. 

It  is  important  that  an  expirj’-  date  is  printed  on  these  products  because 
normally  their  appearance  does  not  change  when  they  begin  to  deteriorate. 
\7ithout  a date  to  guide  her  the  housev/ife  v/ould  have  no  indication  of  when 
the  product  should  be  withdrar/n  from  sale, 

17ith  sausages  and  meat  pies  the  situation  is  quite  different.  They 
are  highly  perishable  prodvicts  vdiich  need  to  be  handled  by  the  retailer  with 
a great  deal  of  care.  If  kept  in  a refrigerated  cabinet,  they  will  obviously 
keep  very  much  longer  than  if  displayed  in  a sunny  shop  window.  A retailer 
v/ith  poor  storage  and  display  conditions  should  sell  them  on  the  day  of 
delivery. 


A retailer  with  normal  storage  conditions  and  no  refrigeration 
should  sell  these  products  within  48  hours  of  delivery.  Meat  pies  should, 
in  any  ca.se,  be  sold  within  48  hours  as  othersTise  the  pastry  becomes  stale. 

VThere  shops  have  facilities  for  keeping  sausages  in  the  temperature  range 
of  35  to  40  F most  manufacturers  recommend  that  sausages  should  be  sold 
■within  72  hours . 

To  print  an  expiry  date  on  these  products  which  would  be  reliable 
in  all  conditions  is  quite  impossible.  If  a date  were  put  on  vdiich  applied 
to  the  best  conditions  in  shops,  products  sold  from  the  less  well  equipped 
shops  v/ould  be  o’at  of  condition  and  the  expiry  date  \70uld  offer  no  protection, 

If  a date  were  put  on  vdiich  covered  the  worst  conditions,  the 
retailer  w'ith  good  facilities  would  suffer  as  he  vfould  not  be  allowed  to 
sell  outdated  stock  although  it  x^as  still  in  perfect  condition  and  he  xvould 
receive  no  benefit  from  having  invested  in  refrigeration  equipment.  This 
v/^ould  inevitadoly  cause  a x/a-ste  of  perfectly  good  food,  and  X70uld  of  course 
postpone  the  day  x-men  all  perishable  food  is  sold  xmder  refrigeration. 

This  problem  of  date  stamping  has  been  looked  at  by  various  bodies 
and  they  have  all  agreed  that  it  is  not  practicable.  These  bodies  include 
the  Food  Standards  Committee  (Report  on  Food  Labelling,  published  by  il.M.S.O.), 
the  Consximer  Association  ('T/laich',  September  1964);  Food  Manufactxirers  Federation. 


\h\Tm  SUPPLY 
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Tlie  district  is  supplied  with  water  fron  one  bore  575'  deep  together 
with  a standby  bore  and  four  3"  diameter  Abyssinian  Tubes  of  30'  depth  at  the 
Council's  Waterworks  in  Southninster  Road.  Approximately  200,000  gallons  were 
supi)lied  daily.  The  scheme  for  the  construction  of  a 400,000  gallon  reservoir 
at  Ostend  was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation.  It  is  anticipated  work 
will  be  com^oleted  by  mid  1969. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  v/ater  a Standstill  Order  under  the  Tov/n 
Coimtry  Planning  Act  was  imposed  on  the  v;hole  district  on  1?.  1.1967. 

27  routine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  mains  supply  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  95^  of  the  samples  gave  satisfactory 
results . 


A nu::'.ber  of  complaints  xvere  received  regarding  v/orms  in  the  water. 
These  were  identified  as  Chironomus  and  are  not  harmful.  All  possible 
practical  measures  v/ere  taken  to  prevent  a recurrence. 

A fev;  properties  in  the  district  are  still  sujpplied  v;ith  v/ater  from 
private  v/ells.  These  were  sampled  periodically  and  tv/o  wells,  one  serving  a 
slaughterhouse  and  one  a farmliouse,  gave  unsatisfactory  results;  the  premises 
concerned  v/ere  coniiected  to  the  mains  supply.
